i tlon big enough to put it over. 
The 


! doing of this work requires vision and 
; capacity for doing big things well. If 


the physical reconstruction Is left to 
Europe It will not be finished In T.O 
vears. Hero Is a cliance for America. 
We have n faculty of doing things on 
a big scale and In ft short period of 
time. Europe needs our help. If «'e 
are to give it eventually, why not now? 


But the clearing up of the wreckage 


and the rebuilding is a minor problem 
compared with the other greater nnd 
more important question of reconstruc- 
tion, Uie reconstruction of Industry, 
the establishment of normal life.
